"The only thing that's changed 
is you came back in town, Majror 
(Taso Maravelas)," said Ken Clark, 
attorney . representing 

Commonwealth Edison. The electric 
Company is trying to garner 
approval of the ordinance that 
would allow a special use on a sliver 
of property owned by the company 
since 1928 that was formerly held its 
transformers. , 

. "This is not the time to discuss 
•the merits of the petition," argued 
Clark as Trustee Scott Pierce reiter- 
ated objections to the proposal. 
"That's already been decided." 

Village attorney Don Anderson 
said he felt "a discussion of the con- 
tent is appropriate." 

The parcel, situated on about 
one acre south of Route 173, east of 
Route 59 and west of Hillside, has 
three different zoning areas"with the 
bulk being B-3 (commercial) with 



small sections of R-2 and R-3 (both 
residential). 

Previously, the board stipulated 
that ComEd go back before the com- 
bined planning and zoning board to 
have the parcel rezoned to B-3. 

Historically, the site was the 
location of ComEd's large trans- 
formers that, are now situated on a 
site off of Route 83. Now, the utility is 
hoping to use the property for a 
reporting station for maintenance 
and emergencies that would largely 
be unmanned, though five crews of 
two people each would come and go 
for equipment and supplies. 

Clark made it clear that ComEd 
would challenge any decision that 
would prevent the company from 
using its property. "I.cannot believe 
this public utility is threatening to 
sue us," said Maravelas, who 
referred to the plan several times as 
a truck stop.

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He added that the first responding crews 
could tell that the house had been burning 
for some time by die time die call came into 
the department. Lt. Rich Meltzer, who is lead- 
ing the investigation into the fire, said, "Fire 
will double in size for every minute that it 
burns, and this fire had been burning for 
quite some time prior to anyone being aware 
of it." 

The fire was brought under control in 
about 45 minutes, though fire crews remained 



on the scene "for quite some time." 

Chief Dennis Volling said, "The first arriv- 
ing Engine Company did a great job of quickly 
deploying a large diameter hose line which 
prohibited the fire from spreading and 
allowed the second arriving Engine Company 
to set up lines on the other side of the house. 
One of die neighboring homes sustained only 
minor damage and die other had no damage 
at all." 

Damage is estimated at $200,000. No other 



injuries occurred. The identity of the victim 
has not been released by the Lake County 
Coroner's Office. 

Other responding agencies include the fol- 
lowing: Fox Lake, Lake Villa, Round Lake and 
Spring Grove fire departments responded with 
tankers; Salem (Wis.) Fire Department stood 
by Antioch's Station 1 with an engine. The 
Lake County Sheriffs Office and die Lake 
County Coroner's Office also responded to the 
scene.

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"I was a bigbrawle'fy said Arroyo, 22, bfRound Lake Beach. "If I saw a rival gang member we 
went at it. I didn't care why." 

That was before he met John Hernandez of "Gang Outreach" who was doing a ride-along 
with Mundelein police officers at the scene of a gang fight. 

"John taught me a better way of life," said Arroyo. "I now go to schools and talk to students 
about how bad and dangerous gang life can be." . 

Another tiling that Arroyo is doing to keep young people from joining gangs is leading a 
bike and car club called "Solitos" based out of his home in Round Lake Beach.

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"We have 15 members and are looking for more," said Arroyo, who works as an auto-repos- 
sessor for Advanced Recovery, a Fox Lake company. 

One of "Solitos" members is ex-"Insane Unknowns" gang member Jose Carrasco, 26, of 
Waukegan. "Everybody works together to fix up the cars and bikes," said Carrasco. "If someone 
wants a paint job, everyone puts in their thoughts." 

Jose Perez, 19, a former alcohol and drug abuser from Round Lake Beach, is co-founder of 
the club. "Basically we do everything as a club. Members have helped me upholster my Honda 
Civic, put graphics on the car and work on the engine." 

For the younger members of the club there are low-rider bikes to work on and fix up. A few 
of the bikes have over $700 worth of improvements on them. 

Some of the youthful club members include Daniel Perez, 15, Ralph Abrego, 15, and Dario 
Arroyo, 16, the brother of Sergio. 

"It is an alternative to the gangs— no doubt about it," said the younger Arroyo. "We have 
nothing to do with gangs. We like to go to car shows and get ideas for our club." 

"There are no active gang members allowed in the club," said Perez. ■ 

The older Arroyo chimed in, "We are changed people. We are not who we used to be." 

Arroyo said one of the club's goals is to have a car and bike show somewhere in Round 

Lake Beach and donate the money to the Round Lake area schools, and to the Gang Outreach

program. 

"We would love for the police to support us, and if a village has a parade we would like to 

be in it," said Arroyo. 

"Solitos" is currently looking for new members who want to avoid the gang life or leave 

their present gangs. 

"You are who you hang out with," said Arroyo. "If someone is willing to leave their gang 
and is serious about joining our club, he can call me at 847-366-9603." 

He added, "It's all about helping each other out. Everyone gets off work and comes and 
works on the cars and bikes." 

Lake County Gang Outreach director John Hernandez had a lot of praise for Arroyo and his 

car club. 

"The car club is an excellent idea," said Hernandez. "It is a good hobby and keeps them 
away from negative influences. It is much better than fighting and selling drugs." 

Hernandez added, "Sergio is one of my best speakers in the schools. He is soft-spoken, 
articulate, highly intelligent, and has a lot of potential. Sergio and Gang Outreach were even 
given an award from Lt. Governor Conine Wood. Sergio has also helped out with the DARE 
program in Mundelein." ' 

Hernandez also had praise for ex-Latin King gang member Ricky Bueno who is also leading 
a gang alternative program at Indian Hill Chapel in Ingleside. 

"Ricky is doing a wonderful job leading people away from gangs. I am really proud of him. 
He doesn't receive any money and the only reward he gets is seeing the change in people's

he Poet, the Puppet and the Prisoner," 
a one-man puppet show directed by 
Curt Columbus and presented by 
L Pegasus Players, is like stepping into a 
strange dream. 

1 his new 90-minute work, conceived, . 
designed and performed by Blair Thomas can 
be fascinating and entertaining. But at other 
times, especially when certain bits go on for 
too long, the show- performed without inter- 
mission-drags. 

The set, atop a revolving merry-go-round 
platform, is a marvel, Using four stories of the 
late Spanish dramatist Federico Garcia Lorca, 
the performance piece presents different 
styles of puppetry, including marionettes and 
wooden hand puppets. 

The odd assortment of Lorca texts, trans- 
lated by University of Michigan professor 
Catherine Brown, include "Buster Keaton's 
Stroll," "Chimera," "The Little Altar of Don 
Christobal" and "Ghazal of Dark Death."

3 They move from strange stick-puppet 
images of Keaton-turned-madman with a 
butcher's knife to a doctor who literally goes 
for the'jugular before taking a bride who is not 
the young innocent she seemed at first blush. 
In the finale, which is probably the most mov- 
ing set-piece, Thomas recites Lorca's poem of 
'death ("I want to sleep die sleep of apples, far 

• away from the uproar of the cemeteries...") 
while he spools out three paper scrolls, each 
holding stark black-and-white images. 

As the unflappable 
Thomas races about, he 
works a set of drums, blows 
into a tuba, operates a 

. gramophone, manipulates 
his puppets and, less successfully, provides dia- 
logue for each character. At one point, he 
becomes something of a puppet himself,

amusingly portraying two characters simulta- 
neously, a man and a woman, by flipping a 
clothing prop in front of him with one hand 
and doffing or removing a wig with the other. 

For all its fine craftsmanship, the stories 
behind "The Poet, the Puppet and the 
Prisoner" at times establish only a tenuous 
connection with die audience. Still, Thomas, 
who co-founded Redmoon Theater, is an 
extraordinary actor and puppeteer who can- 
not be ignored. 

"The Poet, the Puppet and the Prisoner" 
runs through Dec. 8 at 1 145 W. Wilson St. in 
Chicago.

Smith, the perfect soft touch), discovers that 
die woman of his dreams (Meghan Falica) is- 
having an affair with his unscrupulous boss 
(Greg Teghtmeyer). 

Based on a book by Neil Simon, music by 
Burt Bacharach and lyrics by Hal David, the 
musical comes across as terribly outdated. - 
Oddly, the 1960 film on which "Promises, 
Promises" was based, Billy Wilder's "The 
Apartment" starring Jack Lemmon and 
Shirley MacClaine, remains a classic 
unscaUied by the passing years. 

While the Porclilight production, directed 
by L Walter Stearns, has an attractive and 
enthusiastic cast, it often lacks spontaneity 
and sometimes wanders off key. Even the 
play's best known number, "I'll Never Fall in 
Love Again," falls flat. 

Probably the best work comes from . . 
Laurie Empen, in a minor role as a half-ine- 
briated pickup whom Baxter meets at a bar 
on Christmas Eve.

Hernandez said Gang Outreach has 
helped hundreds of people leave their gangs 
and also provides "safe nouses" across the 
United States for those whose lives are in 
danger. 

He added that Arroyo, Bueno, and other 
ex-gang members are available to speak at 
schools, churches and other community 
organizations. 

Some of the gang members attending the 
gang outreach program have been court- 
ordered. 

According to Hernandez, this has helped 
to rehabilitate gang members and introduce 
them into mainstream society. These reha- 
bilitated youth are then assisted in securing 
employment. 

A certificate of completion is awarded to 
individuals who successfully progress ' 
through the seven-level transitions program. 
The average time frame is three to six 
months. 

Some of the benefits of the program are 
bi-monthly support group meetings, classes 
on learning conflict resolution techniques 
and eligibility for the tattoo removal pro- 
gram. 

Gang outreach also allows former gang 
members to trade in their old "gang-colors" 
clothing and receive new clothes. 

According to information released by the 
Lake County Juvenile Justice system, the 
number of gangs and gang members has 
dramatically increased throughout Lake 
County over the past decade. 

In Lake County there are two different 
gang nations, the "People" and the "Folks." 
In these two nations are many different fac- 
tions that affiliate with the nations. 

The gang members in the "People" 
nation use the slogan "All is well." They 
always represent to the left with their hats • 
worn or tilted to the left, pant leg folded on 
the left leg, hand inside the left pocket or an 
earring worn on the left ear. 

Some of the gangs in the "People" nation 
include the Black P. Stone Nation, Latin

Kings, Vice Lords, Bishops, Cobra Stones, 
Insane Unknowns, Latin Dragons, Villa 
Lobos, Warlords and others. 

The gang members in the "Folks" nation 
use the slogan "All is one" and always repre- 
sent to the right with their clothes, hats, or 
earrings. 

Some of the factions of the "Folks" 
nation include Gangster Disciples, Satan 
Disciples, Latin Lovers, Maniac Latin 
Disciples, Spanish Cobras, Black Disciples, 
Black Gangsters and the Simon City Royals. 

Some gang members wear clothing of 
professional sports teams to identify which 
gang they belong to. Other identifiers include 
graffiti, hand signals and tattoos. 

"One of our most popular programs is 
our tattoo removal program," said 
Hernandez. 

According to Hernandez, parents need to 
realize that children may turn to gangs if they 
don't aet the love and attention they need at

gave thanks to God for their first 

corn harvest 

Who were these Pilgrims? Where did they 

come from? Why did they seek this 
new land? What was the first Thanksgiving 
celebration like? When was Thanksgiving 
established as a national holiday? 

The Pilgrims 

The definition of pilgrim according to 
Webster's Dictionary is "a person who trav- 
els to a sacred (or holy) place." A group of 
people called the Separatists was persecuted 
for forming a church apart from the Church 
of England. They fled to Holland. There they 
found the religious freedom they were seek- 
ing but encountered a culture that threat- 
ened the values of their family. Under the 
leadership of William Bradford the 
Separatists joined another group of people

also seeking a new land. This new group of . 
102 people was called me Pilgrims. 

The Pilgrims set sail on the Mayflower 
lor a nine- week journey. The ship s original 
destination was Virginia but it lost its course 
and landed in Massachusetts in December 
1620. Because this territory was not under 
the jurisdiction of England, the Pilgrims were 
able to establish their own government. 
After much prayer, die Pilgrims wrote their 
laws set forth in the Mayflower Compact. 
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The Pilgrims' first year 
in their new land 

• Arriving in New England during the 
bitter winter season proved to be a great 
hardship on the Pilgrims. They faced a 
life without adequate food and shelter. 
Many became ill and only half of the peo- 
ple lived to see spring in their new land. 
The Wampanoag Indians taught the 
Pilgrims to plant corn. The wheat they 
brought from England wouldn't grow in 
the rocky soil. Learning to fish and hunt 
provided the colonists with additional 
nourishment. An ample harvest of corn 
that first fall was assurance for food for 
the winter. 












The First Thanksgiving 

In October of 1621, Governor William 
Bradford declared a dme of celebration to 
thank God for the Pilgrims' first corn harvest 
and for meeting their needs through this dif- 
ficult year in their new land. . ^ 

The Wampanoag Indians were invited to 

join the festivities of the first Thanksgiving. 
After all, their willingness to share their 
expertise on food, fishing, and hunting con- 
tributed greatly to the survival of the 
Pilgrims. Although the Pilgrims and the 
Indians culture and religious beliefs differed 
greatly, they set aside their differences and 
rejoiced together. The celebration lasted for 
three days with plenty of food for all to 
enjoy.

Athletic Director Steve Schoenfelder. "They are 
all very sincere and eager to help out." 
^Schoenfelder said that there are a couple of 
other fund-raisers in the works. 

Denny Porter, one of Mike's former 
youth basketball coaches , thinks the heart of 
his former player will help him through this. 

"We almost didn't have an eighth-grade 
team (that summer)," said Porter. "But Mike 
encouraged me to keep looking for players, 
to never give up. That's what I think is going 
to help him through this battle — he has a lot 
of fight and perseverance." 

After being diagnosed, Mike's right testi- 
cle was removed in mid-September. But the 
cancer had spread to his lungs and 
abdomen. As a result, he now receives 
chemotherapy treatments in a minimum of 
three five-day cycles. 

He is presently receiving home school- 
ing. Doctors said that his chances are 
between 70-90 percent of surviving this 
dreadful disease. 

But all of his football teammates said that 
he is a tnie competitor that is always smiling. 

That's right, Mike! Keep smiling and keep 
fighting! That's what you're best at. .

Leafblad contends assessor broke

Leafblad and his attorney, Newton Firm of 
Waukegan, contend that it is illegal for the 
local assessors to.re-assess property except at 
quadrennial reassessments and for new con- 
struction. Leafblad, of Grayslake, is a Lake 
County Board member until next month. 

"We're not contesting my taxes. We're

arguing that the assessor broke the 
law and changed die value of my 
property in a non-quadrennial 
year. There are hundreds and hun- 
dreds of property owners who 
have had the same thing happen 
to them," Leafblad said at a news 
conference announcing the 
appeal. 

"Assessors have the right to re- 
appraise property if they see the 
need. I am sure that the courts will

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llinois Republicans are looking to history to ease the pain of 

5 thrashing by well organized and well funded 
who bucked a national trend to gain the governor- 
p ana control of both houses of the General Assembly. 
Thirty years ago an independent Democrat became governor 
by thwarting the mighty Cook County Democratic machine. The 
administration of Gov. Dan Walker was so inept and hurtful that 
voters replaced him with a Republican after four years, there upon 
starting nearly a three decade run of dominance in Illinois state 
politics. Smarting from a shameful defeat today, the GOP yearns 
for history to repeat. 

Is a four-year interlude in the offing? That all depends on 
whether you look at the glass as half full or half empty. 

On the plus side, as we see it, the state Republican party is 
shedding two colossal anchors, the scandal ridden culture of Gov. 
George Ryan and the tyranny of DuPage County politics. In 2002, 
the state's second most populated county produced two defeated 
state-wide candidates, a departed House minority leader in State 
Rep. Lee Daniels and a defrocked Senate chair in James "Pate" 
Philip. For more than a decade, the two DuPage power brokers 
held die GOP hostage, much to the dismay of General Assembly 
Republicans elsewhere in the state, including die Lake County del- 
egation. 

In regrouping, tattered Republican ranks in the Assembly 
can look to experienced and respected Lake County 
Republicans for revitalizing the leadership, State Sen. William 
"Bill" Peterson of Long Grove, State Sen. Adeline Geo-Karis and 
returning State Rep. Robert "Bob" Churchill of Lake Villa. There 
will be no shortage of strong GOP voices in the State Legislature. 
Among them will be State Sen. Dick Klemm of Crystal Lake and 
other collar county leaders including Sens. Kirk Dillard and 
Steve Rauschenberger. 

Without the subjugation of Philip and Daniels, other effec- 
tive GOP leaders will blossom. State Treasurer* Judy Barr 
Topinka, a winner in three state-wide campaigns and the only 
GOP survivor of the voters' fall purge of state Republicans, cer- 
tainly will be looked upon as a rallying point. Capable, person- 
able and a campaigner with a populist's fervor, Topinka is a 
logical building block. Despite Democratic inroads here and 
there, the GOP remains strong in the Collar Counties. In Lake 
County, the Republicans have a 17-6 County Board advantage. 
The party handily filled the contested offices of county trea- 
surer and sheriff. 

No small factor in a Republican revitalizalion will be the finan- 
cial mess inherited by Gov. Elect Rod Blagojevich. If he raises the 
income tax as predicted, he is sure to be punished in 2006. There 
is no stronger rallying cry in American politics today than fighting 
higher taxes. Blagojevich is walking into a fiscal minefield. 

Looking at the glass half full, the Illinois Republican party will 
be bucking a strong Democratic trend that goes back three 
Presidential elections. Illinois along with New Jersey are regarded 
as the strongest Democratic states. National GOP strategists have 
written off Illinois as a national player, beginning with the 2000 
election when Gov. George Ryan was shooed to the sidelines by 
the Bush team. 

Illinois Democrats have a formidable force in union labor, par- 
ticularly in the form of teachers, along with trial lawyers that 
Republicans cannot match either in fund raising or getting out the 
vote. Democrats also have a decided edge in developing young 
leadership like newly elected Atty. Gen. Lisa Madigan, Comptroller 
Dan I lynes and State Rep. Tom Dart who was defeated by 
Topinka. But that could change if GOP leaders have the sense to 
cultivate a new generation of young politicians. Without a doubt, 
Democrat candidates with their liberal social positions appeal to 
African-American voters and Hispanics in a manner the GOP has- 
n't been able to fathom. 

Because of local issues of corruption and distaste of main- 
stream Republicans with DuPage County leadership impacting 
heavily on the outcome of the 2002 election, it's too early to con- 
cede that Illinois, indeed, is out of step with national GOP trends 
following President George W. Bush's philosophy. With new lead- 
ers reflecting the principals of fiscal conservatism and social mod- 
eration, Illinois Republicanism has the potential of returning to 

favor. 

For the immediate future, though, the Democrats will be call- 
ing all the shots in state government. It's their ball game. 
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By allowing snowmobiles 
back in Yellowstone Park, 
George W. Bush once 
again stamped himself as 
the Sensible President. 

Bush overturned a ban 
imposed by President Bill Clinton 
in 2000, who supported arguments 
that noise and air pollution gener- 
ated by snowmobiles would defile 
the pristine Yellowstone wilder- 
ness.

Could the President also be 
guilty of "selling out" to Americans 
who enjoy accessing Yellowstone's 
winter beauty and seeing the "other 
side" of our nation's famous 
national park? Yellowstone's attrac- 
tions are open to visitors during the 
winter, but accessibility basically is 
through snowmobiles and snow- 
cats. 

Among this reporter's memo- 
rable winter vacation memories is a 
family excursion into the park 
aboard an eight passenger snowcat. 
Old Faithful is even more spectacu- 
lar in a snow-bound setting, if 
that's possible. The snowcat driver 
followed marked trails carefully for 
both safety and protection of the 
environment. 

With new, cleaner technology, 
the snowmobiles are less of a pollu- 
tion force than the 1.5 million 
autos, trucks, motorcycles and 
buses that use the park every sum- 
mer. The new Bush edict limits the 
number of machines that will have 
access to Yellowstone each day. 

Locally, there are sensible rules 
about snowmobiling. The Lake 
County Forest Preserve system per- 
mits riders use of marked trails 
when snow is packed to a sufficient 
depth not to cause damage to turf. 
Trails are useable week days until 11 
p.m. and weekends until midnight. 
Best trails are at Lakewood 
(Wauconda), Grant Woods, Rollins 
Savannah (Grayslake), Waukegan 
Savannah and Van Patten Woods 
(Wadsworth). Forest Preserve trails 
are marked by snowmobile club 
members who also maintain trails 
' on private property.

District to leverage voter approved funds

ty of life. 

Voter approval of our referendum Nov. 
5 will provide additional funding for main- 
tenance, public access and safety at new 
and existing Forest Preserves in Lake 
County for many years to come. It also will 
help us to open more preserves for public 

use. 

As we have done in the past, we will con- 
tinue to leverage and supplement voter- 



approved funds with federal and state grants, 
and donations from foundations, corpora- 
tions and individuals. 

I also want to thank our strong group of 
conservation, civic and business partners and 
the volunteers who quickly rallied to support 
the campaign. 

The Lake County Forest Preserves have 
grown substantially in the past decade while 
completing acquisitions and projects out-

and 2000, acres preserved have grown to 
24,430 acres, with up to 1,700 more acres 
anticipated, a projected 25 percent increase.

wildlife habitat are now managed, and many 
new preserves and education and outdoor 
recreation facilities have opened for the pub- 
lic to enjoy.

Not 'Baby Killers' 

I recently read an article related to 
Professor Peter N. Kirstein's letter to an Air 
Force Academy Cadet written on Oct. 31, 
2002. Kirstein is a tenured history profes- 
sor at St. Xavier University (Chicago, IL) 
who was responding to the cadet's request 
for Kirstein's expertise and assistance for 
an upcoming, nationwide political science 
symposium. Kirstein responded to the 
cadet "You are a disgrace to this country 
and I am furious you would even think I 
would support you and your aggressive ' 
baby killing tactics." 

As a graduate of the Air Force Academy 
who has proudly served this great country, 
I am very familiar with the military and the 
quality of people who support and defend 
the Constitution. Anyone who has been 
affiliated with the military, and especially 
the Air Force Academy, knows that cadets 
(and their Officer and NCO mentors) are 
not "baby-killers" as Kirstein asserts. The 
men and women who attend the Academy 

and eventually serve our country are well- 
versed in the study and application of 
ethics and morality to decision-making 
and, in many ways, serve as a beacon for

It is 
the soldier, not the poet, who has given us 
the freedom of speech. It is the soldier, not 
the campus organizer, who gives us the 
freedom to demonstrate. It is the soldier 
who salutes the flag, who serves beneath 
the flag, and whose coffin is draped by the 
flag, who allows the protester to burn the 

flag. "

tenured history professor— who is shaping 
the perceptions, attitudes, and intellect of 
future historians...and graduates of St.

tenure process.

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Carmel's bid for state championship stopped by. Mt. Carmel in grudge match 
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. s Carmel quarterback Mark Venegoni stared down at 

the turf through his facemask after being sacked on 

the last play of the state Class 6A football playoffs, he 

was searching for a silver lining in his team's 28-21 loss 

to Mt. Carmel. 

Venegoni almost single-handedly brought the Corsairs (1 1-1) 

back from elimination by keying two fourth quarter touchdown 

drives, but saw both of his passes to WR Sean Walker bounce 

out of his hands in the end zone and land on the same turf 

with seconds to play. 

"We're still in the Prep Bowl (at home 
against St. Rita'or Notre Dame on Sat., 1 p.m.)," 
Venegoni said. "At least we still have some- 
thing to strive for." 

The loss dashes 
Carmel's hopes of a state 
championship, which many 
believed to be a reality, call- 
ing the Corsairs the best 
team in the school's 40-year 
history. Carmel held the No. 1 
position in state polls for most of 
the season. 

But Mt. Carmel (11-1) has a little history of its own, owning nine 
state titles, including four since 1996. 

It was Mt. Carmel WR Frank Lend Jr. helping Venegoni off the 
ground at game's end. Lenti had been in Venegoni's shoes earlier in the 
season, when Carmel hung a 24-21 loss on the Caravan in Week 3. 

Winning the Prep Bowl might ease the sting of their disappoint- 
ment, but Carmel LB Nate Duprey knows his team has raised the bar 
for teams in the future. 

"We set the standards, the tradition will carry on," Duprey, the 




team's all-time leading tackier (17 
against Mt. Carmel) said. "We tried 
everything we could to stop them. 
We just didn't come through." 

After the loss, coach Andy Bitto 
was left to scratch his head and 
wonder what could have been. 

"We're 22-3 in the last three 
years," Bitto said. "This sets the 
table for the future. 

Carmel could not solve Mt. 
•Carmel s running game, which 
rolled up 364 yards on the ground. 

But tall receivers Jack Simmons

(6-6) and Sean Walker (6-3) kept 
the Corsairs in the game as 
Venegoni took turns finding them open for 291 total yards. 

Carmel, which saw its opening drive stall at the Mt. Carmel 1, led 7- 
after Mike Serio caught his only pass of the day for a 57-yard second 
quarter score. 

Mt. Carmel stormed back to tie with 1:15 to play in the first half, 
and took the lead on a Bryan Harney 6-yard run near the end of the 
third quarter. 

Both teams traded touchdowns twice in the closing quarter. After 
Dan O'Brien sneaked in from the 1 to put the Caravan up 28-21, Carmel 
had 36 seconds and 84 yards to try to send the game to overtime. 

Venegoni hit Walker widi 20- and 32-yard passes to bring the ball 
to the Mt. Carmel 32-yard line with 12 seconds left.

Two more passes to Walker, both in the end zone, each fell incom- 
plete before Venegoni was sacked to end the game. 

"If you paid for $5 to get in, you got you're money's worth," Bitto 
said. "To me, this was a state championship-kind of game."

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What would the holidays be without a 
sumptuous family feast? But when preparing 
holiday meals, you should take precautions 
to prevent food borne illness. The Lake 
County Health Department/Community 
Health Center offers the following food safety 
principles to help ensure your holiday meals 
are prepared in a safe manner. 

The meal should be planned days in 
advance, especially if you must thaw large 
quantities of frozen food. The easiest way to 
thaw frozen food is in a refrigerator at 41 
degrees or below. However, if you are thaw- 
ing something large (say a 20-pound turkey) 

II 1 ... Ft. At 

you must allow enough time for it to thaw 
completely. Allow approximately 24 hours to 
thaw for each five pounds of frozen food in a 
refrigerator. A 20-pound turkey, for example, 
will thaw in a refrigerator set at 41 degrees in 
three to four days. Never thaw your food at 
room temperature. The outside of die food 
will be warm while' the inside is still frozen, 
allowing disease-causing bacteria to grow. 

After diawing, the turkey may be cleaned, 
trimmed and the stuffing may be prepared. 
When cooking turkey and stuffing or any 
stuffed foods, it's a good idea to cook the 
stuffing separate from die turkey. Stuffing 
placed inside a turkey during cooking may 
not reach die required 165 degrees and could 
cause an illness since bacteria in the turkey 
juice may be transferred from the meat to die 
stuffing. 

Poultry and stuffed foods should be 
cooked to an internal temperature of at least 
165 degrees for 15 seconds, cook meat and 
fish to at least 145 degree for 15 seconds, 
cook pork, ground meats and ground fish to 
at least 155 degree for 15 seconds. If you are 
cooking a rare roast beef, mis should be 
cooked to at least 130 degrees for 121 min- 
utes. A very important, and inexpensive piece 
of equipment that every kitchen should have 



■ 

is a metal stem thermometer. How else will 
you know if your food is cooked to the proper 
temperature if you don't use a thermometer? 
Don't rely on guessing. 

When preparing a holiday feast, or any 
meal, cooks should remember to frequendy 
wash hands during food preparation. They 
should always wash hands after using the 
restroom, when switching between working 
with raw food (such as poultry) and working 
with ready-to-eat food (such as vegetables or 
cooked foods), after touching other parts of 
die body, after handling soiled equipment or 
• : utensils, and after coughing sneezing, eat- 
ing.drinking or smoking, etc. Hands should 
be washed for about 20 seconds with soap 
and warm water by vigorously rubbing the 
hands together. 

Cooks should also take precautions to 
avoid cross-contamination. Cross contami- 

- 

nation is die transfer of harmful microorgan- 
isms from one food to anotiier. 
Contaminated hands, utensils or equipment 
can transfer microorganisms. Examples of 
cross-contamination are handling raw poul- 
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try or meats then handling some odier food 
with juice from the meat or poultry still on 
your hands, or by cutting raw poultry with a 
knife, then using that knife to cut vegetables 
without first washing die knife. That's way it 
is important to frequendy wash hands, coun- 
ters and cooking utensils as a meal is pre- 
pared. 

Once die meal is over, cool down left- 
overs quickly to 41 degrees or below within 
sue hours. The best way to do this is to place 
die leftover food in shallow pans with die 
food no thicker than diree inches before plac- 
ing in the refrigerator or freezer. Also, slice 
large cuts of meat and de-bone poultry 
before cooling or freezing. Avoid leaving left- 
overs out at room temperature once the meal 
is over. 

Good food preparation principles should 
be followed during die preparation of every 
meal. Food borne illnesses can be serious . 
enough to require hospitalization and may 
even be fatal. By adhering to safe food prac- 
tices, you can offer splendid meals and pre- 
vent food-related illnesses.

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never learn to control his behavior 
from just that I think that Is more for 
the teacher to be able to feel more In 
control. I would like to see this teacher 

do more with discipline Instead of with 
classroom geography. P.O. 

Hi P.O., - 

While I agree that more needs to be done 
to teach kids self-control than placement in 
the room, we can't be sure that this teacher 
isn't doing more than that. Placement in the 
classroom can be just one part of an overall 
plan. I happen to believe that the kids who 
need to be placed at the front need more 
than that. They need help improving their 
overall processing so that they can absorb 
and pay attention to things correctly. 

I would like to see more discipline in all 
classrooms. I have seen a steady increase in 
kids diagnosed with some sort of behavioral 
or distractible disorder and at the same time, 
I have heard about the general condition of 
classrooms becoming more and more out of 
control. I have not only heard from parents, 
but also from tired teachers. Teachers who 

- 

feel bound by the administration and the 
rules. They feel they cannot approach bad 
behavior as it should be approached because 
of the school's fear of litigation and yet many 
of them go to school afraid every day of the 
child who will "go off' die wrong way and 
create a dangerous situation. While I know 
mere are good and bad teachers out mere, I 
do feel for all of them every day. In many 
schools today, it can feel more like "Beirut" 
than a suburban high school. Anyone who 
watches the news knows what I am talking 
about. 

My recommendation to you is that you 
take on your child's behavior. Instead of 
waiting for the teacher or the school to do 
something tailor-made for your child, you do 
it. I work with people every day who do this. 
We take on school behavior with home solu- 
tions. We build up a tolerance to distractibili- 
ty. It has been very powerful and can be done 
successfully. You just have to take the initia- 
tive to do it. Sometimes, it's easier to do 
things yourself than to fight with someone 
else to do it. And, when it is you doing it, you 
know it will be done 100% correctly because 
you love this child and want things to be bet- 
ter for him. •

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Management Expectations Must be Realistic 

By Scott T. Flcischmann 

TIic Iwo most common complaints thai I hear from workers both con- 
ccrn management. Firstly, liny protest that management Is not meeting 
their needs. Then they grieve that they an not understand what manage- 
ment expects of them. Both Issues are communications problems. 

When I hear the Qrst complaint, I ask questions like "Wiai do you want 
, from your managenr 'Do you think that these expectations are fair? 
And "Have you shared these thoughts with your manager?* 

Once we haw eliminated the unreasonable assumptions, moving for- 
ward to clear communications Is relatively easy. Let's look at some real- 

Istlc expectations. 

Employees can expect every manager to behave legally. The legal issues 
are well defined. Discrimination, compensation and labor practices are 

...... r i t ■ ■ . I r .i i 

legislated and most of these laws have been In place for some lime. 

We can expect manager to be ethical. Ethics are defined by culture. 
Unfortunately, even the brightest minds In this country will disagree sig- 
nlficantly on ethical management. For example, managers have the right 
to assign an employee to a given task. However, a manager who gives pet 
employees the best tasks and assigns others to the burdensome chores Is 
neither ethical nor a smart manager, In my opinion. 

Manager; need to have the organizations best interest in mind when 
making decisions. Those who make decisions that favor themselves or 
others, rather than the organization, need better guidance or more self- 

control or both. < 

These are the basics of what wv can expect from our managers. All 
managers do not make the right decisions cveiy time. There are only two 
reasons that they make bad decisions. Tlicy either do not know that the 
decisions arc bad, or they haw made a conscious decision to do wrong. 
As an optimist, I like to believe that the former Is more often true. 

Assuming that is the case, an employee ran become a manager's ally 
and confidant by challenging some bad decisions. Choose bailies wisely. 
One who defies every decision soon becomes more of an adversary than 
an ally. Also, the presentation must be done constructively, \dth confi- 
dence, humility. ' 

Employees are heard only when they show that they have the best Inter- 
est of organization or the manager In mind. An employee can benefit 
from a recommendation. But when the employee is the focal point of the 
suggestion, It often Is Ignored In fact, the employee may be perceived as 
being arrogant. 

If you would like a manager to treat you differently, tell him or hen But 
follow the accepted guidelines. If the problem Is a legal or ethical Issue, 
or if a decision could hurt the organization prepare to make a rvcom« 
mendatlon. Make sure that the problem Is real. Then prepare to make a 1 
presentation constructively, with humility. 

If the Issue Is one of personal choice go gently, and If he or she can not' 
meet your need understand that tiny are authorized to make decisions 
and adjust to that decision. In either case, the discussion needs to be 
done with gentleness and respect. 

Next time wv will explore how to understand what managers expect 
from employees.
